THE ACADEMIC SESSION 1878-9. 



TO THE QUEEN'S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 

May it please your Majesty— 

In compliance witli a provision of the Act of Parliament 
founding the Queen’s Colleges (8 and 9 Viet., c. 6, s. 20), and in 
accordance ■with the College Statutes, I have the honour of sub- 
mitting to your Majesty the following Report on Queen’s College, 
Cork, for the Academic Session 1878-79. 

In my last Report I stated that owing to the resignation ol 
Dr. Reay Greene, the duties of the chair of Natural History 
devolved upon the Professor of Mineralogy and Geology. _ Mr. 
Harkness, E.R.S., efficiently performed the duties of the joint 
chairs during the Session ; but the work was too much for him, 
and he was obliged to resign at the end of the Session 1877— /S, 
and died suddenly while engaged in the University Examinations. 
Your Majesty having immediately appointed as his successor, 
Andrew Leith Adams, M.D., F.R.S., no interruption took place in 
the work of the chair ot Natural Science. 1 regret to have to 
record another loss by death to our professorial body, that of Mr. 
R. de Vericour, who occupied the chair of Modem Languages fioni 
the opening of the College. Professor de Vericour having died 
at the end of the first term of the Session, the Council appointed 
Professors Boulger and Armstrong to discharge tempoiaiily the 
duties of the chair. Your Majesty having appointed Mr. Owen 
O’Ryan, b.a. (Queen’s University in Ireland), Professor of 
Modern Languages before the close of the Session, that gentleman 
was able to take part in the University Examinations. 

The Session 1878-79 was in every respect the most prosperous 
the College has had. At the Entrance Examinations m October 
and November, 101 candidates presented themselves, of whom 84 
passed; 3 students were admitted ad eundem from other Uni- 
versities ; making a total of 87 new Matriculated Students. Of 
new Non-Matriculated Students, 17 were registered, making the 
total number of new Students 104. The total number of Matri- 
culated Students on the College hooks was 254, and ol Non- 
Matriculated 26, or in all 280. In the Appendix will be found 
Tables showing the distribution of the Students according to 
Faculties and Academic standing (see Tables, I., II., dll., IV.) 

In previous Reports I Lave called attention to the important 
fact that our Students come almost wholly from the province of 
Munster, for the use of which the College was first intended, and 
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that a considerable majority of them belong to the county and 
city of Cork. The past Session has been no exception in this 
respect. (See Table V., p. 10). 

The ages of the Students in the Session of 1878-79 do not 
differ essentially from those of previous years. Of the new 
Students, S3'7 per cent, were 17 years of age and upwards, and 
of all Students, 90'7 per cent., as against 79’25 and 89'9 per cent., 
respectively, in the Session 1877-78. (See Table YI., p. 10). 

Tables VII., VIII., IX. and X. (Appendix, pp. 10, 11), give ample 
information respecting the religious denominations of the Students 
attending the College in the past Session ; and Table XI. (p. 12) 
shows the number of Students of each denomination in each year 
since the College opened. The only remark I shall make here 
on the subject is that in the past Session more than one-half of all 
the Students were Roman Catholics, namely, 140 out of 280; being 
the largest number in any year since the opening of the College. 

The Professors efficiently performed their duties, and the 
Students were diligent and well-eonducted, and discipline was well 
maintained throughout the College. 

Besides transactions of learned societies, scientific and literary 
periodicals, and similar serial publications, the Library was 
increased since my last Report by more than 1,100 volumes of 
books and pamphlets. Of these, 822 volumes were purchased, and 
the rest presented. The latter included Mr. Crawford’s third gift 
of about 700 volumes. The “ Crawford Library” now contains 
nearly 1,600 volumes, and is especially rich in the Monumenta 
Historica of the different nationalities of Europe. In the Appen- 
dix will be found a catalogue of the works composing Mr. Craw- 
ford’s last gift, and also one of the other donations to the Library. 
The College Library, owing to the facilities afforded to Scholars 
and Students, especially since the formation of the Crawford 
Library, is now regarded as the public library of the south of Ire- 
land. In order that it may fulfil this new function, as well as 
that for which it was primarily intended, increased accommoda- 
tion must be provided at once. This may be done either by 
building a new library, or as was proposed in the memorial of the 
Corporate Body about the wants of the College, addressed to His 
Grace the Duke of Abercorn, when Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, 
by building a new Natural History Museum, and converting the 
present Museum into a Student’s Library and Public Reading 
Room. 

In any last Report I mentioned that Mr. W. H. Crawford had 
generously offered to provide one-half the cost of enclosing and 
laying-out the additional land recently acquired by the College, 
as a Botanic Garden, of building suitable plant-houses, and 
making a much-needed new entrance and road to the College^; 
that this munificent offer had been accepted by your Majesty’s 
Government, and ratified by Parliament. Since then Mr. Craw- 
ford has given the promised sum of £2,750. The new entrance, 
bridge, and road have been completed and opened, to the public 
on the occasion of the recent visit of the British Medical Asso- 
ciation to Cork. The plant-houses are completed, and will be 
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of Queen’s College, Cork. 

ready to receive plants in a few weeks. In connexion, with the 
plant-houses a biological Laboratory, adapted for chemical, histo- 
logical and other experiments on plants and animals has been 
built, ’and will, I hope, be ready for work next Session. Pro- 
vision has also been made to enable a Lecture Room and a suit- 
able room for our Herbarium to be hereafter attached to the 
Plant-houses and Laboratory. The ground for the new Botanic 
Garden has been levelled, improved by the addition of a con- 
siderable quantity of fresh mould, and laid down in grass, pre- 
paratory to the formation of the beds for the natural orders. 
When all these things shall have been completed, and the houses 
and o-arden furnished with plants, Queen’s College, Cork, will 
possess one of the most complete biological institutes to be 

found in any university. 

Considerable progress has also been made with the erection 
of the Observatory. The building is nearly completed, and the 
revolving dome erected, and we have received from the maker, 
Mr. Howard Gruhb,the equatorial telescope, which he constructed 
specially for this College, and for which he was awarded a gold 
medal at the last Paris Exhibition, and several 'other instru- 
ments, among which I may mention a new siderostatic telescope 
and spectroscope. To complete the building, and furnish it 
with the necessary instruments, will cost about £2,500, towards 
which I have received the following donations

A small tqwer, provided with a room for meteorological instru- 
ments, has also been built. Owing to want of funds it cannot he 
furnished at present. The fitting up of the building, and provid- 
ing a complete set of self-registering meteorological instruments, 
would cost about £500. 

The new Materia Medica Museum has been completed and. fatted 
with cases, and the first instalment of a fine collection of drugs 
has been arranged. Some progress has also, been made with the 
arrangement of a special educational collection of drugs and the- 
rapeutic preparations. The new Anatomical and I atliological 
Museum has also been completed since my last Report, and the 
cases on the ground-floor so far finished that they were used by 
the British Medical Association, and the Pathological preparations 
belonging to the College transferred to them. . 

When all the additions and improvements, earned out during 
the last year shall have been completed — which will be very soon 
—Queen’s College, Cork, will possess physical, .chemical, physio- 
logical, biological, and pharmaceutic laboratories, observatories, 
museums, plant-houses, and a botanic garden, fitted to teach piac- 
tically every branch of physical science, and, taken as a whole 
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perhaps not inferior to any in the kingdom. If I were to make 
an exception it would he as regards the Chemical Laboratory, 
which, although admirably constructed, was built to accommodate 
too small a number of Students. Nothing could better show the 
steady growth of the College than the fact that the Chemical 
Laboratory now requires to be more than doubled in size. 

Much as has been effected during the last three or four years to 
make the College more efficient, there still remain many things 
to be done. I have already mentioned the want of anew Library 
and Reading-room, a Botanical Lecture-room and Herbarium, 
and I may here add an Engineering Model-room, and Museum of 
eno-ineering and technological materials and products. Nor should 
I forget the new roof and windows in the Anatomical Lecture- 
room, the necessity for which I pointed out in my last Report. 

It is right that I should here express, on my own part and that 
of my colleagues, our sense of the great interest which the Com- 
missioners of Public W orks in Ireland have shown in the improve- 
ment of the College ; and how much we owe to. the Board’s Archi- 
tect, Mr. J. H. Owen, R.H.A., for his unremitting attention to 
our wants, as well as for the manner in which he has endeavoured 
to meet our wishes, and carry out our suggestions. 

The Ordinary Triennial "Visitation of the College was held 
during the Session. The Visitors expressed themselves satisfied 
with the state of the College. The minutes of the Visitors’ pro- 
ceedings will be found in the Appendix. 

I cannot close this Report without once again directing Your 
Majesty’s attention to the inadequate remuneration of the Pro- 
fessors, Officers, and Servants of the College. I do this in the 
interests of education, for in no way could the welfare of the 
College and the advancement of knowledge be better promoted 
than by making those entrusted with the high duties of "University 
Professors contented with their position.

E.— MINUTES OF TRIENNIAL VISITATION. AppmUxM. 

Minutes of the Proceedings of the Triennial Visitation of Minutes of 
the Queen’s College, Cork, March 27th, 1879. Visitation. 

Visitors : — His Grace tlie Duke of Leinster, Chancellor of the Univer- 
sity; the Eight Hon. Mr. Justice Fitzgerald; the President of 
the Royal College of Surgeons, Ireland. 

The Visitors having taken their seats in the Examination ITall, 

Denis F. ICeogh, a.m., applied for an adjournment of the Court on two 
grounds : — 

First. That the notice was insufficient, having been only posted in 
the College, and not having been, as he contended it ought to have been, 
published simultaneously in the local newspapers. Second. That the 
notice, as posted, did not contain the statement that notice of any appeal 
intended to he "brought should be lodged with the President a week 
before the date fixed for the Visitation. 

The President having explained, Judge Fitzgerald gave the decision 
of the Visitors — 

That the Visitors held that, although they considered it desirable 
that as public notice as possible should be given of the Visitation, they 
were then dealing only with the Statutes of the College ; that no par- 
ticular form of notice was prescribed in the Statutes, and that they 
understood from the President that notice had been given in the ordi- 
nary way, and the only one prescribed by the Statutes — namely, by 
being posted in the usual place within the College. They, therefore, 
held that the notice was legal, and that the Visitation should proceed. 

The Registrar having called over the names of the President, Pro- 
fessors, Officers, and Deans of Residences, the President reported briefly 
the condition of the College since the last Visitation : — 

Dr. Harvey, Professor of Midwifery, one of the original staff ap- 
pointed at the opening of the College, had resigned, Dr. H. M‘N. Jones 
having been appointed in his place; R. de Vericour, Professor of 
Modern Languages, also one of the original Professors, had died in the 
beginning of the year, his successor had not been yet appointed ; Pro- 
fessor Greene had resigned the Chair of Natural History, and Professor 
Harkness had succeeded to the joint Chair of Natural History and 
Geology. During the last long vacation Professor Harkness had only 
just sent in his resignation, on the score of ill-health, when he died, 

Professor A. Leith Adams being appointed in his place. 

He (the President) had received every assistance from his colleagues 
in carrying on the work of the College. 

After six years’ experience of the students, he could say that the 
conduct of the students within the College walls was without reproach, 
and he could hear witness to the good opinion which the public enter- 
tained of their conduct outside. 

The College had made great progress in providing modern methods of 
teaching, especially in introducing direct practical teaching in every 
subject where it was possible. There were already provided a Chemical 
Laboratory, a Physical Laboratory and "Workshop, Laboratories for 
Physiology, Medical Jurisprudence, and Materia Medica ; and a Bio- 
logical Laboratory was in preparation. An Observatory, both physical 
and astronomical, was in course of erection, as also a Plant House for 
the growth and illustration of plants requiring heat, and by the extension 
of the College grounds a greatly improved botanic garden would, he 
obtained. . The Library had been greatly increased, and here he desired 
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to acknowledge the magnificent donation of 1,000 volumes from Mr. 
■William Crawford, chiefly historical works, and hooks cf a class which 
it was not in their power to purchase from their limited funds. 

It would soon he necessary to extend the Library, and although the 
Chemical Laboratory, so far as it went, was well fitted, for teaching 
purposes, its limited size obliged the Professor to divide the class into 
two parts, to his own inconvenience and to the injury of the students’ 
work. This also would, therefore, require to be enlarged. 

The construction of the new bridge and road had much shortened the 
distance from town. 

They had during the current Session the largest number of students 
that ever attended, being 279 (last year 257), of whom 254 were 
matriculated (as compared with 238 last year) and 25 non-matriculated, 
many of whom would matriculate next year. Of the whole number, 
89-6 per cent, came from the Province of Munster, and of these the 
County and City of Cork contributed three-fourths. Classified accord- 
ing to their religious denominations, the Catholics numbered 14G, or 
over 52 per cent.; members of the Church of Ireland, 101; Presby- 
terians, 18; Wesleyans, 11 ; other Denominations, 3. In the Faculty 
of Law, the students belonged altogether to the leading denomination. 
It was a curious fact that the Poman Catholics and members of the 
Church of Ireland had an equal number of scholars. 

His Grace the Duke of Leinsteii then inquired whether any Pro.- 
fessor, Office-bearer, or Student had any matter to bring before them, or 
any complaint to make 1 

Mr. Denis F. Iyeogh appealed to the Visitors to rescind the follow- 
ing regulation of Council : — “ No student will receive a certificate of 
matriculation until he has paid the whole of the class-fees for the 
Session, and commenced attendance on Lectures.” 

He submitted that the College-fee of ten shillings paid before matri- 
culation was in reality the matriculation fee, and that this was proved 
by its being returned to candidates who failed to pass the Matriculation 
Examination ; also, that the posting the names of those who had passed 
the examination constituted them matriculated students. 

He pointed out that the rules were different in Belfast, where the 
amount of class fees payable by scholars was required before a certifi- 
cate was issued ; and in Galway, where a fee of £2 was charged, and lie 
submitted that this conflicting practice went against the legality of the 
rule. 

He also stated that the rule was habitually violated. 

He therefore submitted the following questions for the consideration 
of the Visitors : — ; 

(1) . Was the Matriculation Fee Ten shillings ? 

(2) , Did the posting of the names make each individual a Matricu- 

lated Student 1 

(3) . Had he not proved that the rule had been frequently broken? 

(4) . Whether students matriculating in Galway should not receive 

back £2 on their passing a University Examination? 

(5) . Whether it should. not be the policy of these Colleges to have 

the Matriculation Fee as moderate as possible. 

The President in reply said the Council had requested him to 
represent them in that matter. He pointed out that Mr. Keogh 
had no locus standi , as in the first place he was not a Professor, 
Office-bearer,. or Student ; and in the second place was not suffer- 
ing any grievance. So far as the charge of the class-fees was 
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concerned, the rule would be found to have existed as far back as Appendix k. 

1859, since which time Mr. Keogh had been a student, and had 

made no complaint. In 1876, the Council had added the words requiring T r \enniai° f 
attendance on lectures to be commenced to make the rule more stringent. "Visitation. 
The object of the exa m ination was twofold. It was an entrance exami- 
nation to the College, and it was accepted by the University for Uni- 
versity purposes ; but it was not intended for other bodies, or for the 
use of persons who had no bond fide intention of entering the College. 

As regards the difference between the rules in the Colleges in Bel- 
fast, Cork, and Galway, the three Colleges were independent institutions 
and further the rules — although differing in their terms, were evi- 
dently made with the same object in view. 

The Visitors having conferred together, Judge Fitzgerald said that 
His Grace desired that he should state the decision of the V isitors. 

They could easily dispose of the application before them by simply 
holding as the fact was, that the applicant had no locus standi. Trien- 
nial Visitations were quite distinct from extraordinary Visitations ; and 
it was not for them to indicate any opinion whatever as to whether at 
an extraordinary Visitation such a case as that now put before them 
might not be considered. They were then dealing with the question of 
locus standi alone. At Triennial Visitations the powers of the Visitors 
are confined to visiting and inspecting the different departments of the 
College, and inquiring into the general state of discipline therein, and 
to ' hearing appeals from such of the Professors, Office-bearers, or 
Students, as may consider themselves aggrieved by any sentence of the 
College Authorities, and of deciding upon them according to the statutes 
of the College. 

The applicant was not a Professor or Student, and he held no office 
in the College ; therefore he was not a person whose appeal in reference 
to any supposed departure from the regulations of the College they could 
hear, and upon that ground alone they were prepared to dispose of the 
case before them ; but it would be unsatisfactory, as they had listened 
to the applicant’s address — which contained nothing that they ought to 
censure or disapprove of — to dispose of it simply on a technical, though 
substantial ground. 

Anything they had to dispose of must be decided according to the 
statutes of the College, and beyond those statutes they had no power. 

It appeared to the Visitors that the oase then before them was one 
eminently within the discretion of the Council as the Administrative 
and Governing Body of the College. 

It was a question altogether of discretion, and once they came to the 
conclusion that it was a matter within the administrative discretion of 
the Council, the Visitors ought not, as a general rule, to interfere, as 
they had no adequate means of determining whether the discretion of 
the Council has been wisely or unwisely exercised. 

The reasons given by the President for the adoption of the rule were 
to them most satisfactory, and especially on the ground last put forward 
— namely, that matriculation in the College meant something more than 
merely passing an examination ; it meant passing the examination with 
the bond fide intention and design of becoming a Student of the College, 
and of pursuing education within the walls of the College. 

They might mention that the fact of the fee being £2 in Galway, and 
£5 or £6 in Belfast, showed that this was altogether a matter of dis- 
cretion. One College reduces the amount to £2, another to £6, whilst 
in Cork the Council insists upon all class-fees being paid as a test of 
londfides. 

They hoped that the applicant would not consider that the Visitors

-we re -wanting in courtesy if they declined to express any opinion on 
certain other speculative questions which he had raised, but which 
were not properly before them. They dismissed the application. 

The Rev. George Webster, d.d., Church of Ireland Dean of Resi- 
dences, said that he owed an apology to the President and the Council 
and the Court of Visitors, for again obtruding on them his old complaint : 
hut matters having somewhat changed since the last visitation in 1876 
he again appealed to the Visitors to grant him the use of a Lecture- 
room inside the College, in which as Dean of Residences he might give 
religious instruction to the members of his own communion. He then 
described the efforts he had made for the foundation of a Residence Hall, 
for Students of the Church of Ireland, in connexion with the College, 
and also with a Theological School, although he considered that a 
Lecture Hall in such a building would not be as useful to the Students 
as a Lecture-room in the College. He asserted that this was the only 
Queen’s College that refused to admit the Deans of Residences. He 
described in detail the many applications he made to the Council and to 
the Visitors, and pointed out the change made in the new Charter of 
1863, making the Deans of Residences ex-officio the religious teachers, 
and quoted the clause in the Charter giving the Council power to assign 
Lecture-rooms for the use of the Deans of Residences. He stated that 
the Visitors in 1864 seemed to think that the Charter which made 
“ habitual neglect of attendance on religious instruction, <bc.,” an offence 
also declared it obligatory on the Deans to give the religious instruction 
and on the Council to grant the use of the room, and that the then 
President, Sir R. Kane, promised to provide a room for him. He 
admitted that the Visitors in 1867 held that the words in the Statute, 
“the Council shall have power, Ac.,” were permissive and not obligatory, 
and that the Visitors in 1870 confirmed this ruling ; also that when he 
appealed to the Visitors in 1876 against the Council for not having 
punished the students reported by him tq he guilty of habitual neglect 
of attendance on religious instruction, they ruled that the students had 
not been guilty of any offence for not having attended his classes. 

Urging the importance of the subject and the spirit of the Act of Parlia- 
ment founding the Colleges, he prayed the Visitors to give such instruc-, 
tions to the Council as would give the students who attended this College 
the same advantages as were enjoyed by the students who attended the 
Colleges in Belfast and Galway. 

After a short consultation His Grace the Duke of Leinster said, 
that the Visitors had very carefully considered this subject which had. 
been so well brought before them by the Rev. Dr. Webster, and while 
they wished to express then* sympathy with the object he had in view, 
they felt it to be a matter which had been so often brought before the 
Visitors that they did not then wish to go against former decisions, 
They might also mention that the Rev. Dr. Webster, in 1876, used the 
expression “ that he accepted as binding on him the decisions at previous 
visitations in which it was ruled that the assigning of a Lecture- room, 
within the College to him was entirely within the discretion of the- 
Council.” 



The Visitors desired to express how much pleased they were with the 
address of the President, and particularly with that portion of it which 
described the conduct of the students both within the walls of the 
College, and of that which the President understood to be their conduct, 
outside.
